laundering, hut as they only attend to 
the rough work, such as running the 
machinery, stoking, attending to the 
engines, etc., they receive wages which 
do not average more than $10 to $12 
a week all the year round. 
A short time ago the head women 
of certain factories and laundries In 
Troy arranged a mammoth entertain­ 
ment and da nee, which was unique In 
its way. 
It h>ok place in the biggest 
hall in Troy* and was attended 
by 
about 4.0L0 girls and some 500 men. 
Each girl contributed $1 toward the 
entertainment, which entitled lier to 
bring a gentleman friend if she chose*. 
Only one girl in eight, however, was 
able to secure an escort, and it is de­ 
clares! by those* who ought tee know 
that some men received as many as 
thirty' e>r forty iii vita thins. 
It not infrequently happens that a 
wedding takes place in Troy and then 
when the bride comes from one of the 
big factories or laundries there is a 
big turnout, for these? marriages gen­ 
erally take place em Sunday. 
Wedelings have taken place in Troy 
tit which IOO bridesmaids have been 
present, while thirty or forty is a very 
ordinary mini tor. 
Fortunately for tin* 
groom’s 
pocketbook, 
gifts 
to

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GUESSING AT T H E W EATHER. 


One M ethod o f Hitting; It R ig h t A bout 
H a lf th e Tim e. 
So important is a foreknowledge of 
coming weather to the business inter 
ests of the country that some years ago 
our government established, and 
yet 
maintains 
at 
enormous 
expense, 
a 
weather bureau for the express pur­ 
pose of furnishing reliable daily predic­ 
tions and probabilities. With that class 
of our people to whom scientific inves­ 
tigation appeals the weather bureau 
has become highly popular, and its pre­ 
dictions are relied upon by them with 
a good deal of confidence. 
Another 
very large class whose members each 
has a system of weather forecasting of 
his own. loos; tqion the weather maps 
and predictions of the weather bureau 
as mere guesses and promptly forget 
the ninety that are verified and remem­ 
ber the ten that fail. 
As a matter of fact, from the very 
nature of things meteorological, 
tho 
predictions of the weather bureau can 
not be alw ays correct. 
The system is 
based upon what knowledge is 
pos­ 
sessed of meteorological laws, which 
is not full and complete, and the at­ 
mospheric conditions as ascertained by 
various instruments, 
lf all the weath­ 
er changes depended upon the lower 
atmospheric conditions the instruments 
used by the weather observer 
would 
promptly and correctly indicate them 
and make verification of every predic­ 
tion possible, but it must be 
remem­ 
bered that the sudden 
and 
violent 
changes are carried lit stock in the up­ 
per strata of the atmosphere, too far 
awny to have any influence upon the 
barometer, thermometer, anemometer 
and other weather instruments. These 
conditions of the tipi>er air may swoop 
down suddenly and upset the predic­ 
tions of the most careful weather ex­ 
pert. 
The government is fully aware 
of this limitation to its prognostica­ 
tions and hence they are warranted 
good for only tw enty-four hours. 
The oiliest and most universal metli- 
lier. 
8ho was a rosy-cheeked Yorkshire 0(i 0f forecasting weather conditions 
girl, whoso father had boon a farmer, 
but who had failiKl, owing to bad sea­ 
sons and high rents, so that his children 
hail all had to go out into the world and 
earn their living. 
Folly Whaffle. as she

idled her time over her father’s farm 
gate. and when Edgar Raikes employed 
his spare moments in making love to her.

its back It will lie a w et moon, be­ 
cause it is in a position to hold water, 
and if it hangs by one corner it will 
be a dry moon, because all the water 
has already run oui* 
To an ordinary 
mind those tw o moon theories contra­ 
dict each other, but in reply to this it 
can be said that predictions of the 
kind of weather that is to come, based 
upon either of these apparently con­ 
tradictory theories, are often verified 
aIk>ut as often on one theory as upon 
the other, and so it matters not which 
theory the forecaster adopts he will 
hit it right half the time.

The imports were valued at $1, 
117,507,500 and exports at $1,518,462, 
833, both new high records. 
An unusual feature of Americau for 
eign commerce is the small increase ii 
customs 
revenues, notwithstanding th< 
large increase in imports. 
Dutiable mer­ 
chandise imported reached a value of 
$600,071,238. an increase of $03,114,107 
over the previous year. 
Nevertheless, 
customs duties last year amounted to

The plan is to offer in­ 
ducements to the soldiers in the shape 
of land and loans to develop the land, 
in the hope th at large settlem ents of 
farm ers will be established in Siberia. 
Each soldier will be allowed a claim of 
IOO acres in Siberia, aud the government 
will loan each settler IOO roubles, to be 
repaid at the end of four years, with­ 
out interest. Officers decorated for brav­ 
ery during the war will be entitled to 
400 acres of land and a loan of 400 
roubles. 
The government has a double 
purpose in offering these inducements to 
soldiers to remain iu Siberia. 
There is 
little doubt that with great bodies of the 
soldiers coming home the unrest which 
already 
prevails 
throughout 
Russia 
would be increased. 
Then, too, if colo­ 
nies are created in Siberia it means 
Russia 
will have a 
large population 
which could easily be converted into an 
army in the E ast in case of a war in 
the future.

Joseph Plante, under indictment for 
selling Florida water containing wood 
alcohol to Indians and thus causing the 
death of nine red men, surprised the 
United States court officials in Fargo, 
N. D., by entering a plea of guilty. 


DRUGGISTS FEAR MISTAKES.

F a ta l mistakes in compounding medi­ 
cines are rendered possible through the 
adoption of the revised pharmacopeia by 
druggists throughout the country. 
The 
new I. nited States pharmacopeia went 
into effect Sept. I, after five years spent 
in revision. 
The chief danger lies in the 
reduction of the strength of several im­ 
portant remedies. 
If a physician should 
prescribe one of these medicines, accord­ 
ing to the new standard, and the pre­ 
scription be filled in accordance to the 
old pharmacopeia, the compound might 
l»e three or four times as strong as in- 
‘Cnded. 
On the other hand, where a 
physician prescribes his medicines ac­ 
cording to the pharmacopeia of 1890 and 
the druggist compounds the prescription 
on the strength of the revised version 
there would be a negative result, which 
in some instances might be as serious 
as in the case of an overdose. 
Nearly 
all of the most important changes made 
iii the revised pharmacopeia are reduc­ 
tions in the strength of drugs. 
One no­ 
table exception is in the case of tincture 
of strophanthus, which was increased 
from 5 per cent to 
IO 
per 
cent in 
strength. Strophanthus is classed among 
the cardiac remedies or drugs for heart 
ailments. 
To avoid mistakes both phy­ 
sicians and druggists will have to ob­ 
serve the greatest care. 
It will be nec­ 
essary for them to become familiar with 
the new pharmacopeia.

One firm at Colorado Springs 
sold 10,000 acres of eastern Colorado 
land to one man, John M. W est of Hum ­ 
phreys, Mo. 
The price paid was $48,- 
000, or $3 an acre. 
Conservative land 
men assert that the population of east­ 
ern Colorado will be increased by 500,- 
000 people within the next three years, 
all of that number settling on laud that 
until recently has been considered worth­ 
less for agricultural purposes. 
There 
still remain in that section, however, 
about 10,000,000 acres suitable for agri­ 
culture.

SOLDIERS AND POLICE SLAUGH" 
TER STRIKERS 


D ea d ly R esu lt o f R io ts in R u ssia 's A n ­ 


cie n t C a p ita l—Cossacks A r e A ccused 


o f E x tre m e 
B r u t a lit y -B o m b s Are 


T h ro w n w ith F a ta l Effect. 


A dispatch from St. Petersburg lay* 
m artial law has Imnmi proclaimed at Mos­ 
cow. 
Special dispatches describe a des­ 
perate state of affairs at Moscow Satur­ 
day and Sunday. 
Many persons were 
killed or wounded on the Tverskoy boule­ 
vard at the site of the monument to the 
poet Alexander Pushkin. 
The troops 
used sabers and rifles. 
A pitched battle between a crowd of 
strikers aud Cossacks took place shortly 
before noon Monday. 
The troops fired 
three volleys at the strikers and the lat­ 
ter replied with revolvers and stones. 
It 
is impossible to estim ate the number of 
casualties, for as soon as the mob w as 
dispersed 
the 
streets 
were 
cordoned 
and the dead and wounded removed and 
the gate* closed. 
It is known that the 
number of victims is large. 
After the fighting was over men, wom­ 
en and children were dragged into the 
prefect’s ,court yard, the gates to which 
were also closed. Thereupon began what 
is known as giving a lesson to “intellec­ 
tuals.” 
Scores were taken to a Ions 
stable. 
Along the sides were drawn up 
two lines of picked troops, mostly Cos­ 
sacks. 
Tho victims were made to run 
the gantlet. 
There were fifty men on 
each side, who brutally struck them with 
whips and tho butt ends of rifles. 
It is stated that a bomb that was 
thrown at the game market killed twelve 
Cossack patrols. 
It is feared that em­ 
ployes to the number of 30.000 in the 
great factories may join the demonstra­ 
tion. The populace is exasperated to the 
last degree, less by tin* open street fight­ 
ing than by the action of the police. 


M ore P o w er th a n an A rm y . 
The prefect has issued a proclamation 
which places the police and troops in 
absolute possession of more rights than 
a civilized army would employ against 
an enemy in time of war. 
In virtue of 
the proclamation, tin* police seize any 
person they please. 
Any pretext is suffi­ 
cient for arrest. 
The number of strikers in Moscow is 
increased by the bakers joining their 
ranks. 
No newspapers are printed and 
even St. Petersburg papers are scarce, 
striking printers having waylaid the sup­ 
plies and torn them to pieces at the rail­ 
way station.

are safe from foreign invasion.” said 
Secretary of W ar William IL T aft in 
New York the other day. 
lie had just 
returned enthusiastic from his visit to 
Fort Hamilton and Sandy Hook. 
“To be sure a squadron could approach 
under the cloak of fog,” he continued. 
“ In San Francisco, particularly, where 
fogs and dense weather prevail, the sit­ 
uation would offer more advantages to 
an attacking force. 
W ith the develop­ 
ment of the torpedo and submarine sys­ 
tems. however, Pacific coast cities will 
be safe even should the elements favor 
the approach of an enemy. 
There are 
plenty of guns on the Atlantic seaboard 
to defend it. but there must be no dimin­ 
ution of artillery or change made in the 
plans to increase its strength.” 
Secretary T aft sa iii that 
he would 
start about Nov. I on his trip to Pan­ 
ama. 
H e said the first thing to be done 
down there was to see that the work­ 
men were housed properly and provided 
with amusements in their leisure hours. 


China is almost nine times as large in 
area as Japan, yet Japan has more than 
twice as many miles of railroad as has 
the Celestial empire. 
The first elevated railroad in Greece 
is about to be built from the coast to a 
magnesite mine four miles inland. 
The 
new road will, however, carry freight 
and not passengers. 
Announcement is made by the Rock 
Island-Friseo systems of the inaugura­ 
tion of a daily through tourist ear St. 
Louis to Los Angeles, via Frisco line to 
Medora, Kau., thence Rock 
Island-El 
Paso line to California. 
Representatives of the big soft coal 
mines have asked the roads entering Chi­ 
cago to generally waive the charge made 
for switching cars in aud around th at 
city.

The W abash is the first railroad to 
bow to the new Indiana law, which pro­ 
vides for a rate not to exceed 12 per cent 
of the first-class fare for PH) pounds of 
excess baggage, with a minimum charge 
of 25 cents for baggage not exceeding 
200 pounds in weight. 
Conductors on the German state rail­ 
ways must hereafter be able to speak 
both English and French besides their 
own language. 
The new San Pedro line has shortened 
the distance between Chicago and Los 
Angeles, via Ogden, more than 500 miles, 
and the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul railway has instituted over this 
route a daily fast service of one solid 
through vestibule)! train each way.

JAP DEATH ROLL. 


M ik a d o 's G o v e rn m e n t R ep o rts 7 2 ,* 5 0 
F a ta litie s D a r in g W a r. 
The Japanese report 72.450 fatalities 
during the war with Russia. 
Of the 
dead 40,180 were killed in battle, 10.070 
died of wounds, and 15,300 of disease. 
No account is taken of those disabled by 
wounds or disease. 
In a war of eigh­ 
teen months, in which five battles inde­ 
pendent of the siege of Port A rthur and 
several naval engagements were fought, 
Japan lost by death 72,450 men. 
In the Civil W ar. in which operations 
extended over four years, the V Ilion army 
lost (57,058 men killed on the field. 43.012 
who died of wounds., and 240,458 who 
died of disease. 
The Confederate loss 
was IG,(HK) killed and mortally wound­ 
ed and 50.207 by disease. 
The several 
armies were engaged in forty-eight bat­ 
tles and iii many long and exhausting 
campaigns, but in no battle of the Civil 
W ar were half as many troops in ac­ 
tion as were engaged at Liao Yang or 
Mukden. 
Satisfactory comparison between the 
battles of the Russo-Japanese war and 
those of our Civil W ar or those of the 
Franco-Prussiau war of 1870 cannot be 
made until reports iii detail are at hand, 
says the Chicago Inter Ocean. 
It is 
apparent, however, that of the many 
wounded a larger per cent recovered 
than iu any previous war. 
This was due partly to improvements 
in surgery, to well organized hospitals, 
and to a better emergency service in 
battle. 
It was due also in part to the 
character of wounds made by tho mod­ 
em rifle fired at long range. 
The observation of surgeons during 
the war was to the effect that men re­ 
covered more rapidly 
from 
gunshot 
wounds than in our Civil W ar or in the 
Franco-Prussian war. 
It was also con­ 
tended that, tiring at long range, the 
modern rifle was not the equal of the 
old rifle in effecting permanent disabil­ 
ity. 
All these contentions seem to be 
sustained by the report of the Japanese 
authorities. 
However, the most remarkable feature 
of th© Japanese fatality list is the small 
number of deaths from disease. 
W ith 
probably 500,000 men in the field only 
15.300 deaths by disease are reported. 
Ii is true that the campaigns were not 
like those in the Civil W ar. 
It is true 
that the 240,458 deaths from disease in 
the Union army in the Civil W ar include 
fatalities along all the short term and 
unseasoned regiments that entered into 
the composition of a total enlistment of 
2.500.000 men. 
Yet. after all allowances have been 
made, the small death rate by disease in 
the Japanese army must be credited to 
better sanitary regulations, better organ­ 
ization in hospitals for the treatm ent of 
camp diseases, and better methods in 
handling contagious diseases. 
It was the rule in the Japanese army 
to send the seriously wounded and the 
seriously sick to home hospitals as soon 
as possible, where they could receive the 
best surgical and medical treatm ent. The 
genius of the Japanese medical staff was 
directed to the saving of men. aud in 
both the Russian and Japanese armies 
the wounded were so carefully and intel­ 
ligently treated that the majority re­ 
turned to the ranks in a short time. The 
wonder is not that Japan lost 57,(MK) men 
by death in battle, but that she lost only 
15.300 by disease.

Legislators are not wor­ 
ried over the necessity of appropriating 
this enormous sum, however, since they 
think that rural delivery tends to thin 
out the population of the cities. 
Any 
scheme that works to this end they be­ 
lieve 
is 
worth 
investing 
government 
money in. 
Senators and Representatives of States 
having large cities look upon this vast 
appropriation for rural delivery as an in­ 
justice to their constituents. 
They in­ 
sist that a reasonable division of postal 
revenues shall go for pneumatic tubes 
and other facilities for quickening the 
mail service for the congested centers. A 
single building in New York City con­ 
tains 5.2U0 persons during the working 
day, and they are nearly all letter w rit­ 
ers. 
Their average use of the postal 
service probably et] un Is that of 52,000 
people in the rural counties. 
It is neces­ 
sary to make 33 collections a day in 
some of the New York buildings to get 
the accumulating mail out of the way. 
An inspector, desirous of establishing 
a rural route, has to exert himself to 
the utmost to count in IOO families which 
could be served in a ride of 24 milos. 
There are hundreds of routes in opera­ 
tion to-day for the accommodation of a 
much smaller number of households, and 
in making rural delivery universal, with­ 
in limits of practicability, which is now 
the aim of Congress and of the depart­ 
ment, it will be necessary to include a 
great many routes of considerably less 
than IOO families. 
It is generally agreed 
that rural delivery does not “pay,” but 
this is a consideration over which the 
American people lose little sleep. 
They 
like an efficient postal establishment. 
The rural delivery service should bo 
as near complete as. with a constantly 
increasing population, it will ever be, 
by 1910. 
To day there are in operation 
31,796 rural routes, which cover nearly 
700.000 square miles. 
It is estimated 
that it will take about 18,000 additional 
carriers to cover the available territory 
not now supplied, 
which 
amounts to 
1.000.000 square miles. 
When the ser­ 
vice reaches its limit it will cost $00,- 
000,000 per year. 
Interesting information as to what 
rural free delivery, along with the coun­ 
try telephone and the interurban rail­ 
road. is doing for civilization, is brought 
to W ashington by visiting division super­ 
intendents and rural agents. 
The city, 
through the three agencies mentioned, 
they say. is being merged into the coun­ 
try. 
Their view is that the value of 
rural free delivery of mail is not to be 
measured by dollars and cents. 


B room Corn O utput. 
Experts in the broom corn district of

The picturesque village of Grniul De­ 
tour disappears from 
the government J 
map when the postoffice is discontinued. 
After that the people are to be served 
with rural*free delivery from the Dixon 
postoffice. 
Grand Detour is one of the 
oldest towns in central Illinois, tho first 
settlement being made there in 1835. 
Grand Detour at one time was one of 
the most prominent towns of the dis­ 
trict. 
Its excellent water facilities at­ 
tracted general attention. 
Dixon, how­ 
ever, had success in getting the railways, 
while Grand Detour lost out, and while 
the former grew in importance Grand 
Detour declined. 
Leonard Andrus was 
the first white settler of Grand Detour, 
rowing up from Dixon’s Ferry in a ca­ 
noe. 
He laid claim to the beautiful val­ 
ley which now forms the site of Grand 
Detour 
ami 
built a log cabin, while 
lounging Indians regarded tho work with 
mild indifference. 
In November. 1835, 
the first white child was born—Charles, 
the son of Jolm Deere, founder of tlie 
Deere plow manufacturing concern. This 
company was founded at Grand Detour, 
and in 1831) Mr. Deere made his first 
plow in his blacksmith shop there. Two 
years later Andrus aud Deere started 
the Grand Detour plow works upon a 
small scale. 
Later the plant was moved 
to Dixon.

The farmers of the Northwest are 
staggering under the biggest crops that 
section has witnessed in years. 
Further­ 
more, the industrial and mercantile pros­ 
perity is wonderful. Not a city or ham­ 
let in Minnesota or the two Dakotas is 
exempt from tlie prosperous conditions. 
In all the cities there is a remarkable 
amount of building in progress, and as 
far as the eye can see from the railway 
train the prairie country is dotted thick­ 
ly with grain and hay stacks. 
From all 
appearances, South Dakota will produce 
a big yield of all kinds of grain this 
year. 
This wheat is averaging well and 
yields run from 15 to 30 bushels per 
acre.

MOVING THE CH O PS. 


A P rob lem o f A sto u n d in g M a g n itu d e 
to t h e R ailroads. 
Thf* us the season of the year when 
American railroads are taxed to their 
utmost, for the autumn days are the 
time when the crops are moved. 
Few 
realize . tlie 
extent of 
the 
railroad 
man's problem, yet some idea of its 
magnitude 
may 
be 
gained 
from 
a 
statement of the value of the coun­ 
try’s agricultural products. 
This year 
the grain crops will approximate $4,- 
000,000,090 iu value, a sum four times 
that of the national debt, and suffi­ 
cient to give every man, woman and 
child in the country $50. 
Two-thirds 
of this crop will be fed to live stock 
or moved to mills by wagons in the 
districts in which it is grown, but the 
remaining third 
will travel to every 
part of the world, and it is in the mov­ 
ing of this part that the railroad man 
finds his great task. 
This year will see crops of such size 
that 
that 
part 
which conies 
to the 
railroad will aggregate 1,500,000 car­ 
loads of 
freight, for the moving of 
which at one time nearly 38,000 loco­ 
motives would lie required. 
These cars 
find locomotives, if placed in a single 
train, would reach half 
way around 
the world, ami 
since 
the 
supply of 
freight cars in the country is only a 
trifle iii excess of 1.500,000, with some­ 
thing like 43,00 locomotives, one may 
imagine the worries of the railroad man 
Iii moving a single item 
of 
freight 
amounting in volume to nearly the total 
capacity of the rolling stm-k of all the 
country’s railroads. To the railroad man 
!t is a game of chess played on a board 
3.000 miles square, with freight trains 
for pieces to be moved hither and thither 
iii hundred-mile jumps. 
The movement of grain each year is to 
the railroad what the conduct of the 
campaign is to the general. 
Each de­ 
pends daring the early stages upon the 
reports of his scouts. Those of the rail­ 
road company form a large corps of ex­ 
perts, who travel throughout the coun­ 
ty , estimating as closely as possible the 
probable grain tonnage of each district 
and the number of cars necessary for its 
transportation. 
Basing its plans upon 
.tiese figures, the railroad makes ready to 
concentrate cars at points of need just as 
the general concentrates his men. 
The idea of the railroad man’s mind 
is to get the cars to the region of the 
central west at any cost. 
Expense is 
almost a forgotten item. 
Every one, 
from the general traffic manager down 
to even the station agent, receives gen­ 
eral orders as to tile disposition of all 
cars. 
They are begged, borrowed and 
bought—in 
fact, 
procured 
in 
every 
possible way. 
Agents in their efforts 
to serve the farmers have been known to 
steal trains of “empties” in order that 
the grain movement of their particular 
districts might be facilitated.

Weekly earnings of all persons em­ 
ployed in Hie Fluted States advanced 41 
per cent in 1'.H)4 over the average of the 
years between 1890 and 1899, according 
to bulletin No. 39 of the bureau of labor 
just issued by the federal government. 
The same report shows that the price 
of food has increased 11.7 per 
cent. 
Elaborating the figures gathered from 
many industries, the document indicates 
that the average hourly w age would pur­ 
chase 4.7 per cent more food in 1!M>4, 
and tile earnings of a week would pur­ 
chase 0.4 per cent more edibles. 
Figures gathered and compiled by tlie 
bureau show that prosperity has not been 
confined to the owners of capital in 
land and machinery, but has been dis­ 
tributed somewhat in 
higher 
wages. 
Compared with 
HHK’, however, PHM 
does not make a good showing. 
The 
figures for the two years mentioned show 
that tlie total number of employes de­ 
creased 0.0 per cent, the hours of labor 
shortened 0.7 per cent, wages ail hour 
increased IMI per cent, weekly earnings 
for each employe decreased 0.1 per cent, 
tile total weekly earnings decreased 0.8 
per cent, retail prices of food advanced 
1.3 per cent. the wages of one hour 
would purchase 0.7 per cent less food, 
and tho earnings for each employe iii a 
week would purchase 1.4 per cent less 
food. 
Retail prices secured from merchants 
are compared wit Ii facts gathered by 
agents of the bureau from 2.507 families 
represent in i' a total of 13.045 persons. 
The average income a family iii PMG 
was $827.1!). average number iii each 
family 5.31. annual expenditure a family 
for all purposes $708.54. and tin* average 
expenditure a family for fool alone is 
given S320.1M).

ing patients, irrespective of their rela­ 
tions with fraternities and churches. At 
the outset, however, tin* greater portion 
of the patients will c o m e as the guests 
*ff the fraternal orders which la v e con­ 
tributed to tin* general fund. Each order 
selects stricken Ach aud women from 
its membership to the extent of its quota, 
and such individuals are under ITO per­ 
sonal expense at the sanitarium, the cost 
of maintenance in each case being charg­ 
ed against the organization which sends 
the patient. 
lf only the fraternal in­ 
surance orders become p a r t i e s to the plan 
to tux each member 12 cents a year for 
the maintenance of the sanitarium, the 
income will b e nearly $<KM>.<mM) a year..

societies and the churches co-operate to

The weekly crop bulletin of the weath­ 
er bureau summarizes crop conditions as 
follow s : 
The weather conditions of the week 
as a whole were exceptionally favorable 
to agricultural interests. 
Fader the in­ 
fluence of warm and 
generally 
dry 
weather throughout the central valleys, 
lake region and Atlantic coast districts 
late crops matured rapidly. 
Florida airt 
portion of the central gulf districts suf­ 
fered injury from excessive rains, while 
much needed rains fell In 
the Rocky 
Mountain and North Pacific*coast reg­ 
ions. 
The middle and South Atlantic 
States and southern Texas are iii need 
of rain. 
Frosts occurred in the middle 
Rocky Mountain districts aud in the 
upper Ohio valley, lower lake region 
and northern portion of the middle At­ 
lantic States, but caused no serious in­ 
jury. 
Highly favorable weather prevailed 
throughout tlie principal corn States. An 
exceptionally large and tine yield of corn 
is now assured over much of the greater 
part of th** corn belt, and only a very 
small part of the crop in the north cen­ 
tral portion, estimated at from 2 to 5 
per cent of the tidal, remains exposed 
to injury from frost, aud this is matur­ 
ing rapidly. 
The crop iii Missouri was 
extensively blown down or lodged, but 
notwithstanding this and the damage by 
September floods 4m yield in that State 
will Im* very heavy.

MANY FLOOD VICTIMS. 


Twenty-Five or Thirty Lives Lost as 
Result of Cloudburst in 
Colorado. 


Trinidad. Col.. Aug. 26—A 
cloud­ 
burst In the vicinity of Rhode canyon, 
through which 
ordinarily 
a 
small 
stream of whaler runs, converted the 
canyon into a raging torrent through 
itowns of Berwin and Tabasco, wreck­ 
ing everything in its path and drown­ 
ing numbers of persons. 
The proper­ 
ty loss is estimated at hundreds of 
(thousands of dollars, suffered mostly 
by the Colorado Fuel & Iron company 
and the Southern Railway company 
The Colorado & Southern branch line 
to Berwin was washed away and a 
heavy volume of water rushed down the 
(canyon all night, making it impossible 
to penetrate to the point where the loss 
of life Is said to have occurred 
Rumors 
are in circulation that 12 to 20 houseg 
were swept down the canyon and 25 to 
35 lives lost. Traffic on the Colorado & 
Southern, the Santa Fe and the Denver 
& Rio Grande railroads is interrupted 
owing to the washouts in this vicinity. 
According to information received 
from Hastings Friday possibly 14 par­ 
sons wrere drowned in the floods at Ta­ 
basco, 16 miles north of Trinidad. Sev­ 
en houses occupied by Austrian and Ital­ 
ian laborers and their families w ere 
swept away. Tabasco and Berwin coal 
mining camps, having together about 
2.000 population, ara lo fted in
